@ Cornford's object was to remind us that the same dread ae 

is shared by the Other Side, human beings like ourselves, 

who have no more wish than. we have to éestroy: millions of 

our fellows, not to go on wasting the ‘earth's resources, 

as we are doing at present, on devices we have no intention 

of using. a pate — 
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How tc rid ourselves of these weapons, to take the first 

step towards.sanity, is the.issue (no-one is seriously 

advocating , total disarmament at this stage, after ‘all.) oe 

My-own view is that we in this country have nothing to 

lose and everything to gain by renouncing nuclear weapons 

. - "gnilateralists are just. multilateralists who mean what 

eee they say". Not everyone will share this view; but everyone 
. should be listening to the debate, and thinking. We in 
Britain may still énjoy a certain degree of freedom and 
democracy, but we are as subject to propaganda as any 
other nation; and it is difficult for ordinary people to 
weigh the conflicting statistics and scenarios offered by - 
different "experts", and think the eee out for ourselves. 
Fr. suggest that we start. by asking what matters most to each 
one of us? And whatever we décide we value most, becomes 
meaningless’ once human live-itseif is destroyed .or. 
hopelessly contaminated. This surely cought to be the basis 
of any argument, and we must not lose sight of it. Whatever 
threatens life - deier life, my life, 2 Russian life - is 
evil; and "The only thing pecesssry for the triumph of evil 
Ss for good men to do nothing."
